No Troops Will Be Dispatched to the 
Isthmus But Marinea New There 
Will Ba Retained Par Praaer- 
vatlen af Peace. 

Washington. May An important 
conference was held at the white 
bouse Thursday night at which the 

general policy to be followed by thu 
administration in the framing of rulea 
and regulations for the Panama canal 
tone was agreed on. This policy pro- 
vides for instructions to be issued by 
the president through the secretary ot 
war to the canal commission for tbo 
administration of affairs in the strip, 
following vfcry much the practice in 
vogue in the Pbllipplnea, where tho 
acts of the commission are aubject to 
the approval of the secretary of war. 

There were present at the conft Ti 
ence Secretary Taft, Attorney General 
Knox and Chairman Walker, and tho 
other members of the canal commis- 
fdon now in the city. The members ot 
the commission explained to the presl- 
dent the condition of affairs on the 
isthmus as they found the in anil made 
recommendations for the government 
of the strip. They will emiic^dy these 
recommendationa in a written commu- 
nication to the prealdent, who will sub- 
mit them to Secretary Taft and Attor- 
ney General Knox for such modifica- 
tions and suggestions as ttiey deem, 
best. After the rules and regjiiations 
have been finally drafted and approv 
ed by the president, the latter will is- 
sue them to the cotnmission through 
the secretary of war. Congress letl 
/the matter of th^ government of the 
strip entirely with the pi-esident and 
the instructions for its government 
.will cover every detail necessary for a 
complete and thorough administration 
of affairs there, including the estab- 
lishment of courts and police regula- 
tions. It is exiiected that the instruc- 
tions xvill folkiw the same general 
lines as those laid down for the Phil- 
ippines, but with such modiflcatlQus 
as the varying conditions may require. 
Meantime Gen. Davis, who is to sail 
from New York next Tuesday, will Ij.' 
"administrator" of the canal strip until 
the new Inatructiona are put MKo 
feet 

; It was stated Thursday night that 
there waa no Intention on the part of 
the administration to dispatch troops 

to the istlunus. Tlie marines now 
there will be retained for the pr<-serva- 
tlon of peace and order and will be re- 
placed from time to time as the health 
of the men makes this advisable.

dustry and to encourage Southern en- 
deavor, publishes estimates nf crop.s or 
of other economic efforts in the South. 
Not infrequently such estimates are 
heralded by individuals accustomed to 
gain their statistical knowledge by ab- 
sorption as wild exaggerations. The 
Mtanfactnrers' Record has encountered 
Obstmettve critlcicm from the time it 
began more than twenty years ego to 
point to the future oi the South. In 
muBf eaMt that fntare has become a 
past, and what some thought were "wild 
dreams" and "exaggerated estimates" 
ha,y beeome MOomptlalMd facts or ultra- 
conservative statements. For example, 
on March 21, I'.tOl, the Manufacturers' 
Record made the following forecast of 
what the ceasoa would show as the total 
value in 1900 of the agricultural, manu- 
fantared and minwral prodnoli «l the 
SoaUilnl900:

Another instance of con- 
servatism is in the cotton estimate made 
in the Manufacturers's Record of Decem- 
ber 10, 1903, that "the value of the pres- 
ent cri>p, iucluiling seed, may be safely 
estimated at 1025.000,000." The ofticial 
figures cf the census, nearly five months 
later, placed the value of the crop, in- 
cluding seed, at i(i(>0,549,230, a conserva- 
tive nndereatimate of 135,600,000 in a 
total cff660.500X)00.
